Darren and Daniel want to say for the record 
that they love their Singapore fans and do not 
have bad feelings about what happened.

After Asia, the guys travelled back over 
to the United States where they performed 
acoustic versions of their songs at radio 
stations around America.

In the rest of the world “To the Moon and Back” is still the 
current single. As | write the guys are on a plane headed for Los Angeles again to do a photo shoot and film the 
video for “Truly Madly Deeply”. They are working with director Andy Morahand who is responsible for a lot of 
George Michael’s videos. After that they will head through Europe to promote the release of Moon and end up in Germany for a Pop festival 
where they will be performing live to thousands of people. A huge event to be filmed by national German TV and broadcast to over 60 million 
people across Europe.

None of the details have been 1 CO rmed yet but we can tell you that during November, December and 
January the guys willbe sy rehearsing their tour with the working title of “Savage Garden Future of 
_Earthly Delites Tour 1998". Of course these details may change but at the moment they have met with set 
. -_ designers and are designing an amazing stage that they plan to take 
on the road with them. The shows look set to kick off on the 28th of 
January. At this stage the tour will begin in Australia in North 
Queensland, with dates in Cairns and Townsville. Then around the 
country playing all capital cities with shows in Sydney, Melbourne, 
Brisbane, Adelaide, Perth, Newcastle, Canberra and Tasmania. By 
March or April they hope to play dates in South East Asia, Singapore 
and Japan. Perhaps in Summer they hope to be in Canada then on 
to the United States, with dates in Europe to follow towards the end 
of the year. As we said, this is all very early stages but a press 
conference around the end of September in Sydney is planned to 
announce the Australian dates. The band have told us that this is a 
real “show” and to expect something really special. We will hopefully 
be able to organize advance purchase tickets for all members and 
special pre-show meet and greets in all capital cities. More next issue!
